It commencéd about 6.30 P.M. in an 
unoccupied house opposite the Brit, Hotel, 
Queen’s Road West, and gradually extend- 
ed thence to the Praya and in a weaterly 
direction as far as Mr Riach’s timber yard, 
the whole mass of houses—overtwo hundred. 
in number-—being completely gutted. The 
fire appears to have been the, work of an 
incendiary as a pile of stuff in the centre of 
a roomhad been ignited, and the attention of 
Inspector da Silva and some soldiers pas- 
sing at the time was called to it before even 
the whole of the room in which it origin- 
ated was consumed, No wate? could how- 
ever be procured and in the few’ minutes 
which necessarily elapsed between its dis- 
covery and the arrival of a supply it had 
spread to the adjoining houses whose flim- 
sily built inflammable verandahs offered 
every encouragement to the flames. With 
praiseworthy promptitude the police were 
at once despatched to the scene. A strong 
detachment of troops was immediately 
marched to the ground with engines, and 
armed sentries were placed atevery available 
corner to repress riot, while a detachment 
of the Ceylon rifles consisting of 50 rank 
atid file, 2 Sergeants and one ative officer 
‘nderthe command of Captain Maceden and 
olisign Collens was despatched to the-mint 
to guard against’ any attempt at looting 
that. establishment. Shortly after the fire 
had begun to assume alarming proportions, 
His Excelloncythe Governor and his Aide de 
camp atrived at the spot, and not content 
with directing others gave manual help en- 
couraging every one to the utinost exertion. 
Jt is impossible to speak in too high terms 
of the zeal and energy displayed by every 
European presevt.. The navy was in no 
way behind the sister service. Every ship 
present sent its fire brigade and Jack ren- 
dered good aid. The European ,prisoners 
were also marched out of the Gaol and 
manned a ‘powerful engine in ghod style. 
Afloat, the P. & O. Company’s:' steam fire 
engine was brought into play and till one 
melock a.if., proved most useful being ably 

backed by the personal efforts of the em- 
ployés of that. company.

It is reported that 
three Chinese were severely injured by

We are authorized to state most posi- 
tively that in no way whatever have the 
owners of the Spark. been personally in- 
terested in the coolio traffic. They have 
pever tratsfetred eoolies direct to any, ship, 
or in any way afforded facilities other than 
those open to all in'the way of procuring 
landing boats, &c. . So long as the vessel is 
employed ‘in passenger traflic so long must . 
any, able to pay, be admitted on board, 
and in numerous cases “emigrants” are not 
identified as such, but pass for the ordinary 
rates. On some occasions coolies who have 
turned out-to have been intended for the 
-barracoons haye been unable to pay their 
passage money and have been prevented 
from leaving the ship, it being the rule to 
earry back to Canton any who attempt 
to defraud the steamer. They have been 
liberated by coolie brokers, and on its being 
discovered that ‘they dre intended ‘ emi- 
grants’ a heavy fare has been exacted. 
This of course, in the.eyes of the Chinese, 
seems to make the steamer an accomplice 
in the practice. But it should -be stated 
that any cooliesrefusing to leave the sted- 
mer of their owsfree will are carried back 
to-Cauton. ; ; 

The* foregoing information. has been 
freely given to us by. the owners of the 
Spark in order that the public may judge. 
of the.merits of the case. . We can only 
suggest that in order to stop the passage 
of such coolies-in future, they be charged, 
(when identified as such) at a. rate abso- 
lutely prohibitive.. This we have reason 
to believe it is now intended to do.

The news from Japan and some of the 
Chinese coast ports is also very favorable 
as regatds piece goods, but. notwithstand- 
ing, the dulness prevalent in our market 
continues unabated, owing principally to 
great scarcity of money amongst our Chi- 
nese dealers. . :
